The (mis)inf creation is attributed to "A confidential source within the government" 
of the U.S. 

For a book to appear a month after announcement of its publication generally means 
it has already been manufactured. 

If a publisher were departing from Idle norm and were rushing s con tr ove rsi al book 
he would not keep the publication secret. Bather would be pu bli c ise it all he could. 

There are other reasons why 1 tend to believe this was just bad information# not 
that the book was scheduled for publication and the published becked out. desides# Lane's 
own account in Citixen’o Dissent docs not# to the best of ey recollection, indicate' 
that this 11/65 publication had been scheduled. 

Sow it happens that at that time the same bad information reached another *ritiah 
publisher# Leslie Trunin# while he was drafting a contract for Whitewash. His was a typical 
reaction: the first hook would cream the market and he did not contract W. ge write 
and explained it all to me. If not for this Whitewash would have appeared in England 
then* 

I'm fascinated at the coincidence, if coincidence it is. 

More so because earlier a larger brltiah publisher# ^olilns# had decided to do 
WW but was discouraged by John Sparrow# who reportedly has long intelligence connections. 

Wou may want to keep this "coincidence" in mind. 

Bad information on Lane's book just in time to kill mine.
